Dig  the  soil  about  6  inches  deep  and  take  care  that  no  subsoil  is  brought 
to  the  surface.  If  the  area  is  poor,  draw  in  additional  top-soil.

Mowing.  As  soon  as  new  grass  is  2  inches  high,  begin  mowing  it.  Afterward  cut 
twice  a  week,  setting  your  mower  so  that  it  cuts  the  grass  moderately  long,  especially 
during  July  and  August.  Do  not  remove  clippings;  if  they  are  unsightly  it  shows 
that  you  do  not  cut  often  enough. 

Rolling.  It  improves  a  lawn  to  roll  it  once  a  month,  but  only  roll  when  the 
land  is  dry,  otherwise  you  may  squeeze  it  into  too  compact  a  mass  for  the  grass 
to  grow. 

Weeding.  Our  seeds  are  as  free  from  weeds  as  care  can  make  them;  all  soils, 
however,  contain  seeds  of  weeds  and  many  of  them  start  to  grow  along  with  the 
grass;  these,  ordinarily,  are  not  removed  from  a  new  lawn  at  first,  because  mowing 
will  kill  most.  Six  weeks  after  the  first  cutting,  however,  take  out  whatever  weeds 
may  then  be  seen.  It  is  important  to  dig  deep  down  for  dandelions  and  plantains, 
while  for  crab  grass  it  is  sufficient  to  cut  the  plant  off  at  the  ground-level.  Mix  four 
teacups  of  STAIGREEN  with  a  pailful  of  soil  and  fill  all  weed-holes.

Growing  Flowers  from  Seed 


Flowers  are  classified  according  to  their  life  histories,  as:  Annuals, 
seeds  of  which  may  be  sown  in  spring  and  they  will  produce  flowers 
and  die  the  same  season;  Biennials,  those  which  grow  from  seed 
the  first  year,  but  do  not  flower,  rest  over  the  winter  and  grow  again 
the  next  year,  when  they  flower  and  die.  Perennials  are  those  which 
grow  from  seed  one  year,  produce  flowers  in  later  years,  usually  the 
second,  and  do  not  die,  but  continue  to  produce  flowers  every  year 
afterwards.  A  few  biennials  and  perennials,  however,  will  flower  the 
first  year  and  are  commonly  treated  as  annuals. 

Flowers  are  classified  according  to  their  resistance  to  cold  as: 
Hardy,  those  which  are  not  killed  by  frost,  however  severe;  Half- 
hardy,  which  are  uninjured  by  moderately  low  temperatures,  but 
severe  frost  will  kill  them,  and  Tender,  which  must  be  protected 
against  frost,  however  light,  at  all  times. 

Seeds  of  Annuals  are  sown  in  spring,  the  hardy  kinds  in  the  open 
ground  as  soon  as  winter  is  over;  the  half-hardy  and  tender  kinds 
are  sown  outdoors  when  no  further  frosts  are  to  be  expected. 
Some  kinds  take  longer  to  flower  from  the  time  that  seed  is  sown 
than  do  others,  and  these  longer-growing  kinds  are  commonly  started 


in  late  winter  in  the  protection  of  the  home,  the  seed-boxes  being 
given  the  full  light  of  a  window,  or,  better  still,  in  a  greenhouse  or  a 
hotbed,  which  is  a  heated  frame.  The  seedlings  are  transplanted 
into  the  garden  after  warm  weather  has  arrived. 

Biennials  and  Perennials  are  commonly  sown  outdoors  in  June  or 
July,  the  resulting  plants  being  thinned  to  prevent  overcrowding, 
and  then  transplanted  in  autumn  or  spring  to  those  spots  in  the 
garden  where  it  is  intended  that  they  should  flower.  We  must  not 
allow  any  plants  to  crowd  one  another,  and  from  time  to  time  seedlings 
should  be  removed  to  permit  others  to  have  sufficient  room. 

Most  seeds  grow  best  in  light,  sandy  soil,  and  covered  to  a  depth 
equal  to  three  times  their  diameter.  Use  care  in  watering,  as  small 
seeds  are  readily  washed  away  or  carried  too  deeply  into  the  soil. 
Do  not  add  fertilizer  to  soil  for  starting  seeds;  use  it  later. 

There  are  certain  plants  which,  for  various  reasons,  are  always 
grown  as  greenhouse  or  conservatory  plants.  For  these,  special 
cultural  directions  will  be  found  on  the  reverse  side  of  our  seed  pack¬ 
ages.

The  soil  should  be  moistened  and  the 
flat  or  seed-pan  covered  with  glass  or  newspaper  and  allowed  12  to  18 
days  to  germinate.  After  positive  growth  has  started,  water  sparingly.

Culture. — Sow  seed  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked  in  the  spring.  Dig  a  trench 
about  a  foot  wide  and  deep,  and  fill  in  with  6  inches  of  well-rotted  stable  manure;  tread  down 
firmly  and  replace  the  good  garden  soil.  Draw  a  single  straight  line  in  the  middle  of  the  pre¬ 
pared  surface,  about  %inch  deep;  sow  seed  at  even  distances  of  about  3  inches,  and  cover. 
When  the  plants  grow  about  3  or  4  inches  high,  thin  out  to  6  inches  from  each  other.  As  soon 
as  the  vines  reach  a  height  of  about  8  inches,  proper  supports  should  be  provided. 

The  Sweet  Pea  is  a  moisture-loving  plant,  and  by  the  month  of  May  the  plants  will  require 
water.  Use  a  mulch  of  old  stable  manure,  Sawconure  or  peat  moss  and  soak  well  with  the 
hose  as  needed.

Salt  hay  or 
straw  may  be  used  instead  of  peat  moss,  but 
they  are  not  so  convenient  or  neat. 

Strawberry  Plants  produce  daughter  plants 
around  the  parent,  and  as  care  of  a  bed  de¬ 
velops  into  routine,  it  is  usual  to  retain 
daughter  plants  at  approximately  9  inches 
apart;  in  early  autumn,  transplant  unwanted 
plants  into  new  rows  and  destroy  the  year- 
old  parents.  The  largest  crop  is  yielded  by 
the  young  plants. 

Runners  connecting  parent  with  daughter 
plants  should  be  cut  as  soon  as  the  latter 
are  rooted.

Lilies  do  best  in  the  hardy  border  or  among  shrubbery,  lor  the  reason  that 
the  flowering  stems  bear  masses  of  roots  immediately  below  the  ground  surface, 
and  the  shady  situation  helps  these  roots  to  better  feed  the  plant;  when  through 


flowering,  these  roots  help  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the  bulbs  for  another  season. 
Any  good  garden  soil  with  good  drainage  will  do.  In  planting,  cover  bulbs  at 
least  twice  their  diameter  except  several  varieties  for  which  we  recommend  shal¬ 
low  planting,  and,  if  possible,  spread  1  inch  of  sharp  builders’  sand  under  the 
base,  so  that  after  the  bulbs  make  basal  roots  the  sand  will  provide  drainage 
if  water-logged  in  winter.  When  hard  frost  sets  in,  cover  with  4  to  6  inches  of 
leaves  or  litter  which  should  be  removed  when  spring  arrives.

Culture. — Any  good  garden  soil  will  grow  Gladiolus  well,  provided  they  are  planted  in  a  sunny  location.  Bulbs  should  be  planted  4 
inches  deep  and  at  least  6  inches  apart;  frequent  cultivation  with  a  hoe  or  a  weeder,  around  the  base  of  the  plant,  to  prevent  the  soil  from 
becoming  hard  and  dry,  is  advisable.  Where  desired  for  garden  decoration  or  exhibition,  we  advise  plants  being  staked  after  attaining  the 
height  of  one  foot.  (We  offer  light  green  dyed  bamboo  canes,  which  are  excellent  for  this  purpose.)  Water  copiously,  and  as  the  flower-buds 
begin  to  form,  apply  liquid  manure  for  the  best  results. 

Gladiolus  may  be  planted  at  intervals  for  a  succession  of  bloom,  and  those  held  for  planting  should  be  kept  in  a  cool  place.  Patrons  who 
plant  late  for  September  flowers  may  order  their  corms  in  the  spring;  we  will  keep  them  in  cold  storage  and  ship  them  when  required,  up  to 
July  15,  which,  in  the  latitude  of  New  York,  is  the  latest  advisable  date  to  plant. 

From  planting-date,  blooms  appear  in  10  to  11  weeks  with  early  sorts,  12  to  13  weeks  with  midseason  sorts,  14  weeks  with  late  sorts 


GLADIOLUS  THRIPS 

A  destructive  insect  of  microscopic 
size  causing  a  silvered  appearance  on  the 
foliage,  drying  of  the  flower-buds,  and  a 
general  blighting  of  the  plant. 

Gladiolus  corms  obtained  from  us  have 
been  given  every  protection  against  Thrips. 
You  should,  however,  continue  treatment 
after  you  receive  them.  We  recommend: 

Before  Planting 

1.  Remove  the  skins,  so  that  “bare” 
corms  are  planted.  Do  not  injure  the  growing 
tips  when  doing  this.  Burn  the  skins. 


2.  Stir  2  Y2  ounces  of  Semesan  in  one  gallon 
of  water.  Immerse  the  bare  corms  in  the 
liquid  for  a  period  of  seven  hours.  Allow 
them  to  dry,  then  plant. 

During  Growth 

3.  Mix  1  ounce  of  Paris  Green,  2  pounds 
of  brown  sugar,  and  3  gallons  of  water.  Keep 
stirred,  and  spray  the  growing  plants  lightly 
but  thoroughly  with  the  mixture  every  10 
days  until  the  first  flower-bud  opens. 

When  Bulbs  Are  Lifted 

4.  In  autumn,  cut  off  the  tops  from  the 
lifted  corms  and  burn  them.  Place  the  corms 


in  a  low,  but  not  freezing,  temperature  to 
cure  for  six  weeks. 

5.  Place  in  boxes  covered  with  paper,  for 
one  month,  first  dusting  through  them  one 
pound  of  Thripco  to  each  1000  corms;  or  use 
Naphthalene  Flakes  at  the  rate  of  one  ounce 
per  100  corms,  or  one-half  pound  per  1000 
corms.  Avoid  containers  with  close-fitting 
lids,  because  ventilation  is  necessary. 

6.  At  the  end  of  the  month,  shake  out  the 
Thripco  or  Naphthalene  Flakes,  and  store  the 
treated  corms  in  the  usual  way. 

Note.  Semesan  and  Paris  Green  are 
poisons,  and  care  must  be  taken  in  their  use.

These  wonderful  new  Dahlias  are  valuable  for  planting  in  beds  and  borders  in  the  garden,  and  they  are  excellent  for 
cutting.  They  grow  into  compact  bushes,  which  begin  blooming  when  they  are  little  more  than  a  foot  tall,  and  they 
seldom  exceed  2  feet  when  fully  grown;  they  flower  continuously  from  early  summer  until  frost. 

Tubers  may  be  saved  in  autumn  and  may  be  planted  in  the  greenhouse  or  sun  porch  about  December  15,  to  flower 
through  Easter  to  Mother’s  Day,  after  which  they  may  be  placed  outdoors.
